Having been an athlete and a coach for 

many years, I believe very strongly in 

the effectiveness of teamwork in 

reaching goals, whether personal or 

collective.

The Rugby tour 
in March is the result of the coaches 
working together to make travel 
arrangements, schedule the games 
and hold practices to prepare the 
team. Naturally, the athletics 
programme is the most obvious area 
where teamwork can be seen. As 
athletes and coaches we must deal 
with the frustration of losing. By not 
allowing ourselves to be 
discouraged and learning from our mistakes and 
losses, we build character and become better human 
beings. With an emphasis on the team instead of the 
individual, we give ourselves a greater chance for 
success. 

BCS hopes that each of you will contribute to the 
community in which you choose to live and work. By 
valuing respect for others and recognizing the 
importance of teamwork, we are giving you the tools 
to use in order to make such a contribution. I want to 
congratulate all of you on your successes this year 
and your ability to work with one another to achieve 
them.
